1. Approval of Minutes 
23 August Meeting 
(IAC-M-209) 

Approved, as amended at item 9a. to read; '^»The Chairman 
suggested, and the members agreed, that in lieu of acting on the 
proposed terms of reference, t;he Task Force should next define 
the practical oroblems which face the intelligence community, 
taking into account what individual lAC and other government agencies 
are now doing, or can do, and then recommend to the lAC ways of 
meeting these problems." 

2. Watch Committee Report 
No. 264 

Noted. 
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(IAC-D-99, 22 August 1955) 

Agreed to establish a Provisional Committee oh Inter- 
national Communism whose first task it will be to draft 
proposed terms of reference for lAC consideration. 

On approval, the Provisional Committee will proceed 
to carry out its terms of reference for a trial period, 
after which the lAC will review the functions and organ- 
ization of the Cornmittee, and reconsider the need for 
a standing committee op this subject. The Chairman 
suggested that the agencies appoint officers to the 
^Provisional Committee who would be best able to carry 
on once the terms of reference were approved. 
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b. The State member accepted the Chairman's proposal 
that the Department of State provide the chairman for 
the committee. 

c. Admiral Layton stated that the Joint Staff would 
participate as an observer on this committee. 

5. Post-Mortem on NIElO-55; 

"Anti- Communist Resistance 
Potential in the Sino- Soviet 
Bloc" 

(ONE Memorandum, 24 August 1955) 

a. Noted the findings, and approved the recommendation 
to reconstitute the Resistance Intelligence Committee. 

b. The State member accepted the Chairman's proposal 
that the Department of State provide the chairman for 
the RIC.

them to the lAC for its approval. 

6. Glossary of Intelligence Terms 
(IAC-D-98, 22 August 1955)

a glossary will be reconsidered after the list of terms 
has been studied by the lAC.

1. The Director, International Cooperation Administration, 
has advised that the requirements of his agency for National Intel- 
ligence Surveys is identical with that approved for FOA by IAC-D-45/12 
(Revision 4) dated 10 June 1953, as revised 18 October 1954. By 
memorandum dated 24 August, the Chairman, NIS Committee, informed 
the Secretary that the NIS Committee has approved the release of 
NIS on all areas to ICA. Accordingly, unless objection is raised by 
a member at the lAC meeting on 7 September, IAC-D-45/12, Part 
II, will be amended to reflect the change from FOA to ICA.
